Ho 6oon saw rind fdt the d:dhing contrae^ and thouglfi 
thcro ivaa noi unKusoal ttUention to reli^on at the thno, in t?io institK^ 
tton, he T«i3 awftkon^ii ?o a deep anfl ogonizing eeneo of hia wickodiif 
ncss and folly in having eo Idng heglected a oubjectfif such, vast linc^ 
ment and uiagnituda With lus charactcricUc aitloir and prohtptaesc^ 
ho addressed himself to itfl ihvcStigation, which, in a ehort time, weh- > 
tuafod in bringing hitfl as rrc f,raf3t to a Baviog luiowledgd of the truth. 
An entire change waa now wrought in bis caoiral character, and a new 
impulso and direction pren to nluiis poWcre, Ho at once consecrated 
himself ^vholly and unreservedly to the Lord. If previously ho hfiiil 
cast tlie Bible, wilJi its varied treasiirea of rich and heavenly kcowl' 
edge, behind his back, and treated the claims of God with contempt; 
now the Bible became his intellectaaS CJiid moi.'ol Bun, and the reqcdai- 
tions of God objccto of lua Euprem|».is<Ogard. It wan a favorite senti- 
ment of his — the polar star vfluch ginSffiC^tl his intellectual eSbrto, and : 
one which ho often inBisted upon amotng hia feJlow-Btudente, wit» the 
liveliest interest, that all study should centre in God. By this he lijeant, 
that tlie ultimate end of every etudy engaged in, should Ibc the farther 
development and elucidation of the dinno chaniCter. As God is ilia 
source of all truth, ho beUeved the nearer we approached td the cont- 
pmhcnsion of liis inSnite mind, the moie profound would our knowled^ 
become, and the clearer cor perceptions of duty and the higher the 
motives to its performanca Having taken this high stand in rsgaM 
to bis mental and moral traming, it is bot wondeiral that he ehoald 
make «apid advances in reli^ons Snowl^fee and tioUnes^ of heart, -In 
afaw months after hia converdon he esuubited all that iiiatttrity "of 
Christian character, usually matii&sted by thoso who have been wth-' 
ful disciples in the school of Christ for years, - Kone in the eirclo ia^ 
which ho movedi were aJdre distinguistied for personal piety, actiVs 
benevolence, and self-denying effort, arid lipac that inst arouutl iliem 
a bettor or holier inSuenoo.

An a mm and Christirin, ho bus Mpright and concdcnlious, ccalouo 
ikt)df<utbful in the discharge of duty.oold and independent in his bear- 
inffa, njild and conrfceous la hia mannorsi, liberal and charitable in his 
fSStngs towards others. Ho completed bis literary coarse at Oneida~ 
ScBfitute, after which ho became a member of Lano Seminary. Hero 
ho rcmraned one y<sar, when he felt it his duty to ask for a dismission 
fioin that iitstltution. Ho now found it necessary to spend some time 
SK pioourins funds, before bo could proceed farther with hia education. 
.;jWi?h thia object in view, ho vidt{^ tlio low country, and engaged in a 
scbool in the vicinity of .Wstchej, Missis^ppi. Here he spent the last 
eight montha of his life. He returned to Cincinnati in the forepart of 
Augitst Up to Uiis time, aa he stated to hia ftiends, he had enjoyed 
posTCct; bcaltb. and felt no inconvenience fioia the southern climate. 
On Sunday, the 16th inst, ho was violently attacked with a fever, and 
in spite of all human e^orts and skill, unchecked, it progressed steadily 
forfvard, .and terminated his life, 00 tbo succeeding Sabbatbj at ten 
o'clock, A.M. 

His fever partook so mucJj of tb^ typbas ch&racter for the most of the 
time, that bo Jay in a state of etupor. But in the h'ttio seasons of respite 
^tuited him, when his intellectual powsrs beamed forth in their wonted 
vigor; and clearpess, he seemed tO'bo perfectly aware of bis situation, 
and msnifbsted 'the most entaro resi^ation to tho will of God. It cost 
biiOj bbweverj a grasS /^*nx<;gk to givo up thoce hi,^h hopes and cstcn- 
eivc plans winch tio bad fonncd for future usdulness.

impression that the slaves were generally very locN treated, 
and were a happy people. .Such is the report of many 
northern travellers who have no more opportunity of know- 
ing their real condition than if they had remained at home. 
What confidence could we place in the reports of the trav- 
eller, relative to the condition of the Irish peasantry, who 
formed his opinion from the appearance of the waiters at 
a Dublin hotel, or, the household eervants of a country 
gentleman ? An^ it is not often on plantations even, that 
Hrcifigf.rn cnr» witness the [^uiiishinent of the davc.
